The First Minister of the Crown has an- 
nounced that a dissolution will take place at the earlicst moment 
consistent with the despatch of such public business as cannot Le 
postroned. | 

The question whenee has arisen the supposed necessity for this 
step was one of the most difficult I have ever known submitted to 
the decision of the House of Commons—one on which it was im- 
possible to give any vote without anxiety and doubt. On the 
one hand was the re'uctance to appear to sanction proceed- 
ings of the British authorities in China, of which it ts 
net possible wholly to approve; on the other, an apprehen- 
sion, but too well grounded I fear, that the show of divided 
councils at home, and the repudiation of the acts ot 
our officers abroad, might really tend to retard that 
settlement of this most unhappy dispute which men of all 
parties, I believe, sincerely desire. Whatever may be the merits 
of the decision of the House, however, it will now be the duty of 
the Government to permit its spirit to guide their policy, while 
they must yet omit no measures necessary for the protection of 
our fellow-countrymen, and the maintenance of the honour of 
England.

THE COMING ELECTION. 

The following address, just issued by the 
Executive Committee of the Liberation Society, 
so precisely and emphatically sets forth the ad- 
vice we should have been anxious to impress on 
the minds of our readers, that we make no apology 
for substituting it, in extenso, for any homily of 
our own :— 

TO THE ELECTORS OF THE UNITED KINGDOM. 

FxLLow Ex.ecrors,— Within a few days, at furthest, 
you will be called upon to discharge the most im- 
portant trust which the constitution of your country 
has placed in your hands, You are about to take 
part in the construction of that Legislative Assembly, 
the voice of which is paramount in directing the 
public affairs of the realm. Upon you, and upon you 
alone, it now depends, whether the political career of 
the United Kingdom, for several years to come, shall 
be one of steady progress, or of retrogression, and 
whether the House of Commons whose election is con- 
fided to your patriotism, shall proceed in the noble 
and necessary work of assimilating our institutions 
to the spirit of the age, or shall preserve uncorrected 
the anomalies and abuses which overspread them, and 
impair their efficiency. 

Such being the grave, and we shrink not from add- 
ing, the momentous alternative at stake on your de- 
cision, you will not suffer it to be swayed by merely 
temporary, and much less by personal, considerations, 
nor attach to the name of this statesman or of that, 
however sincere may be the respect in which you hold 
it, the authority which should be jealously reserved 
for your political principles. So far as the abiding 
interests of the nation are concerned, it is of minor 
consequence who may hold the reins—the great object 
of a General Election being to determine the direction 
in which legislation shall henceforth run. The votes 
you record in the polling-book will help to decide 
whether a large proportion of your countrymen, pro- 
bably as well qualified as yourselves, shall continue 
to be denied their just share of political power, or 
shall be admitted within the pale of the Constitution— 
whether the representation of all classes of Her Majesty's 
subjects shall be as complete as the wisdom of man can 
devise, or shall be left in its present state of growing 
imperfection—whether the affairs of the country shall be 

administered by men conscious of a real responsibility 
to the people, or by an official staff aware that their 
responsibility is only nominal—whether the heavy 
taxation entailed upon us by our past history and 
present wants shall be fairly adjusted to the capacity 
of each class to bear it—whether the public finances 
shall be managed with thrift, skill, and impartiality, 
or wastefully, ignorantly, or corruptly squandered— 
in a word, whether law shall be made synonymous with 
justice, or shall be converted into, and applied as, an 
engine of oppression. These are great questions to be 
submitted to the decision of any body of men—nor 
can a supreme concern to deliver a true judgment in 
regard to them be thrust aside by the excitement of 
the hour, without a betrayal of the interests of the 
country. 

There is, however, another class of questions which 
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now present themselves for decision by the electors 


of the United Kingdom, to which special attention is 
urgently invited. They arise out of the relation in 
which the civil power stands to the various reli- 
gious bodies of the realm. They involve consequences 
which materially affect the social, political, and 
spiritual well-being of all classes—the main- 
tenance and diffusion of practical religion — the 
rights of conscience—the moral power of Chris- 
tian institutions. They are perpetually thrown up to 
the surface of parliamentary discussion, and demand 
to be dealt with in a liberal, charitable, and enlight- 
ened spirit. They have not yet assumed all the im- 
portance which belongs to them—but they are rapidly 
advancing to their proper position. In the Parliament 
now on the eve of dissolution, they forced themselves 
into unusual prominence. They are beginning, at 
length, to be examined in the light of a broad prin- 
ciple, instead of ancient prejudices, and to be consi- 
dered in the bearing they have upon the national wel- 
fare rather than upon the interests of sects. All 
parties in turn recognise and wish to apply the truth, 
that it is unjust to compel any man to contribute to 
the pecuniary support of a form of religious teaching 
and worship which, in his conscience, he disapproves. 
This truth is but one step short of that still more com- 
prehensive one, that compulsory payments for religious 
purposes, like compulsory profession of a religious creed, 
are incompatible with that impartial treatment which all 
subjects are entitled to expect at the hands of the 
State, as well as repressive of that moral energy which 
is the surest guarantee of spiritual success. It remains 
for the electors to determine whether they are not 
bound to do their best for the practical development 
of this principle in the legislation of the next few 
years. 

The abolition of Church-rates is one of the applica- 
tions of the foregoing principle for which public 
opinion is sufficiently ripe. A majority in the House 
of Commons have more than once pronounced in its 
favour. There needs now but ordinary firmness on 
the part of the constituent bodies to set that question 
finally at rest. The impartial disendowment of all 
sects in Ireland, introduced last session to the House 
of Commons, is another application of the principle 
called for by the exigencies of the times. The policy 
of endowing Maynooth College is generally objected 
to, and not without reason, as incompatible with the 
Protestant character of the British people—but it 
would be obviously unjust to the Roman Catholic 
population of Ireland, to withdraw a small pub- 
lic endowment settled upon their theological semi- 
nary, and to continue year by year a still 
larger pecuniary grant to the Presbyterians of 
Ulster, and uphold the Church Establishment of Ire- 
land by the appropriation of large public revenues to 
its use. The one question cannot be satisfactorily or 
permanently settled apart from the others—and Im- 
perial policy, not less than justice and religion, re- 
quires that they should be dealt with as speedily as 
may be. The removal of the last remnant of legalised 
intolerance, by the admission of Jews to a seat in 
Parliament—the prevention in every part of the king- 
dom of that parochial vexation which too frequently 
characterises the provisions made for the burial of the 
dead—the prohibition of all further grants of public 
money for religious purposes—and the opening up of 
all grammar-schools and colleges originally endowed 
without reference to religious distinctions, to the com- 
mon and equal participation of all denominations, 
should be peremptorily demanded by every elector 
who sympathises with the old cry of “ Civil and Reli- 
gious Liberty.” 

Fellow-electors, we entreat you not to lose sight of 
these and kindred questions in the scuffle and dust of 
mere party contentions. Their interest will remain 
when the more exciting topics of the present hour are 
forgotten. Happily, they do not require, in order to 
do them justice, any indifference, far less hostility, to 
those political and administrative ameliorations which 


the voice of the country demands, No candidate for 
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your suffrages who desires these ecclesiastical changes 
is likely to undervalue the political reforms to which 
reference has been made—nor is earnest attachment 
to such reforms to be looked for in men whose ecclesi- 
astical liberality is not carried thus far, at least. 
For the most part, thorough sincerity in the one case 
may be estimated by the convictions avowed in the 
other. 

The particular mode in which the privileges of 
electors may be made subservient to the advancement 
of these objects must, of course, be chosen with refer- 
ence to its adaptation to the condition and circum- 
stances of every constituency. Dictation in regard to 
this matter would be as unwise as impertinent. The 
most effectual aid which can be given to the principles 
commended to your support, will be rendered by the 
choice of gentlemen of station, character, and ability, 
who are known to be attached to them—gentlemen on 
whose firmness as well as probity you can confidently 
rely. Where two Liberals can be returned, oue of 
them, at least, ought to come up to this standard. In 
some instances, nothing more can be exacted than a 
pledge to vote favourably on this or that particular 
question. But there is no constituency so circum- 
stanced as to debar the minority from plying the can- 
didate with suitable inquiries into his opinions on 
such subjects. The greatest of all evils is to suffer all 
such topics to lie in abeyance. They who can do but 
little may well believe that at such a moment of public 
susceptibility they will not do even that little in vain. 
Fellow-electors, let not that ground be lost which 
you have already won. Forego not the vantage which 
your past sacrifices have obtained. Resolutely follow 
up the movement towards religious equality which a 
few members have succeeded in initiating in the House 
of Commons, Give them increased support. Nerve 
them with fresh resolution by your encouragement. 
Let the next Parliament feel the influence of your 
fidelity to your principles, and your activity in seeking 
to give them practical effect. Beware of being cajoled 
by any pretence into even a temporary forgetfaloess 
of them. Pay them the devoted allegiance which 
their sacred character claims from you, as of right. 
Let God and your own conscience direct your de- 
cision—and, doubtless, it will tend to freedom, justice, 
charity, and truth.

the progress of the institution. It appeared that, of 
92 persons who had left the institution, 10 had emi- 
grated, 32 were established in trade, 20 were in the 
army and navy, 9 were received by friends, 15 had 
quitted prematurely from dislike of discipline, 2 had 
been dismissed for misconduct, 5 were at service, 
and of the remaining 3, | was a labour master 
at a reformatory, and the other 2 were dead. At 
present there were 82 in the institation, and of these 
17 were about to emigrate, and one was training as 
an industrial assistant for a reformatory. The Bisho 
of London moved the adoption of the report. Mr. . 
Milnes, M. P., moved the second resolution, to the ef- 
fect, that “ while every Christian State must endeavour 
to repress crime, this meeting rejoiced in the prevail- 
ing feeling for adopting remedial measures for those 
who had fallen into crime.” Mr. Hubbard moved the

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 

In the House of Commons, on Wednesday, Sir 
Starrorp Nortucore moved the second reading of 
the Industrial Schools Bill. Mr. ALcock moved that 
it be read a second time that day six months. His 
objection was, that the law already provides for desti- 
tate children, and that the proposed industrial schools

tenance and discipline of the army. The course 
which I humbly beg to propose to this House, there- 
fore, is, that we should do on the present occasion that 
which has been done on former and similar occasions, 
that which was done in spirit during the Administra- 
tion of Lord Derby, when it was announced that 
there was to be a dissolution—that the House should 
content itself with those provisional and temporary 
measures which may be necessary to provide for the 
— service until the earliest period at which a new 
arliament can assemble. We had proposed to arrange 
certain taxes for three years: we shall now propose to 
determine them for only one year. There are some 
taxes with regard to which it would be very embarrass- 
ing to commence to have them settled for too short a 
period, but we do not think that a Parliament which is 
about to be dissolved could properly be called upon to 
fix them for a period longer than the year for which pro- 
vision is to be made. (Hear, hear.) Upon the same 
principle we shall propose to the House to vote 
sums on account of the Estimates for only a 
Ir of the year, and to pass a Mutiny Act 
or a similar period, thus leaving the new Parlia- 
ment, which may probably assemble somewhat towards 
the end of May, tree to deal with all these great matters 
according to its discretion. I should hope, Sir, that this 
House will see that the course which we are prepared to 
| adopt is one which is in accordance with the principles 
of the Constitution—(hear, hear)—and that gentlemen 
will therefore place no obstructions in the way of our 
arriving at a time when fresh elections may take place, 
by interposing any unnecessary difficulties in the way of 
the adoption of a course by which we propose to provide 
for the public service. (Hear, hear.) We shall ab- 
stain from proposing anything but that which is 
necessary for this purpose. I therefore hope that 
the same honourable forbearance which has been shown 
by former Parliaments under similar circumstances will 
be exhibited by this one. There is this to be said, that 
now at least the country will have a really fair choice 
between two different Administrations—a choice which 
without meaning to say anything offensive to any part 
in this House, I think I may say it could not have had, 
at least not to the same degree, under that combination 
that took place which has led to the state of things in 
which the Government now finds itself. That, also, isa 
ground which the more justifies us in throwing upon the 
country the responsibility of determining what Adminis-

Sir Starrorp Norrucore, in reply, showed that

MINISTERIAL STATEMENT. 
On Thursday, Lord Palmerston rose, in a crowded 


House, and amid loud cheers, to make the 
eagerly expected Ministerial statement. Ile said 
the 3 would naturally expect, after what had 


on Tuesday night, that he should state the 
course which, on due reflection, Her Majesty's Minis- 
ters intended to pursue. After the House had, by a 
combination of parties, affirmed a resolution which was 
avowed to be meant as a vote of censure, under ordinaty 
circumstances they could hardly have any alternative 
but to tender to the Sovereign the resignation of their 
offices. But the present case seemed to be of so pe- 
culiar a character that they had felt it to be their 
duty not to submit their resignations, but to advise 
the Crown, atthe earliest period which the state of 
business before the House would permit, to call upon 
the constituencies to exercise the right which the 
Constitution placed in their hands. It was vain to 
deny that the vote of Tuesday rendered it very dif- 
ficult, if not unseemly, for any Government to conduct 
the business of the country, in the state of parties which 
the vote indicated, throughout the session. 

This Parliament is now in its fifth session, and, 
measuring its duration by that which it has seen, it isa 
very old Parliament, for it has witnessed more important 
events than it has fallen tothe lot of most Parliaments to 
see. It has seen three Administrations—(aslight laugh) 
—the Administration which called it together, the Ad- 
ministration which followed, and the Administration 
which now sits on these benches. It has seen the tran- 
sition from a state of profound peace to a great European 
war; and it has seen the transition of a great European 
war to the fortunate restoration of European peace. 
Therefore, as concerns the events of which it has been 
a spectator, this Parliament has done as much as 
could be expected to fall to the lot of one which 
had completed its full term of existence. If the state 
of business would have admitted of an immediate appeal 
to our constituents, that is the course which would have 
been most proper and most seemly—(cheers)—but the 
state of public business does not admit of the adoption 
of such a course. We have as yet voted nothing upon 
the estimates for the public service; we have arranged 
nothing in regard to the taxes, some of which require to 
be remodelled ; we have not Ia Mutiny Act, and 
that in existence will expire before itwould be possible 
for Parliament to reassemble and provide for the main-

A Government that held office 
a single day after that vote ought to carry ont the 
resolution, and send instantly a competent person to 
supersede all the British authorities in China, and to 
act as circumstances may require. Such a person 
could, assuming that the apprehensions of danger are 
well-founded, reach Hong Kong before the intelligence 
of this adverse vote could do any harm among the 
Chinese. He pressed to know what course the 
Government would take in pursuance of the vote of 
Tuesday; which, he insisted, was a renunciation of 
the policy initiated by Sir John Bowring. 

Nothing, 1 think, could be more difficult for the 
country than to judge between the noble lord and the 
gentlemen who sit on the front bench opposite to him. 
(Hear, hear.) As far asl can come to any conclusion, 
after a long experience of this House, I have arrived at 
the conviction that the noble lord now at the head of the 
Government may be deemed as good a Tory as anybody 
who sits on the opposite benches—(a laugh)—and whether 
he sits on this or on the other side of the House it will 
not make much difference to the liberties of the people. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Sir Cunts Woop said that Government had 
provided a sufficient force to protect the lives and 
properties of British subjects, Sir Joux WELSH ex- 
plained what his vote on Tuesday meant: it meant, 
that Sir John Bowring’s indiscretion had entailed very 
serious consequences to the country. It is impossible 
to say that the decision should have the effect of re- 
versing the policy pursued at Cantou—the atrocities

HERBERT recalled attention to Mr. Cobden’s question, 
which Sir Charles Wood had misunderstood, not 
answered.

they may be suspended this session. In answer to 
Mr. Herbert’s question, he said in general terms, that 
Government would protect British interests and 
British honour; that to abandon the demands made 
would be to compromise British interests and British 
honour; and that they would take the means they 
though" best calculated to place our relations with 
China on a satisfactory and permanent footing. 

Lord Joux Russe said that the House was about 
to undergo what Mr. Fox used to call a“ penal dis- 
solution“ —it was to be punished for the vote of 
Tuesday. When Lord Palmerston asked them to 
pass votes of supply out of the usual order, the House 
had a right to demand an explanation of the policy 
to be pursued during the ensuing three months. No 
doubt, efficient means would be taken to protect the 
lives and properties of British subjects; bat they 
have not been endangered by any vote of the House. 
“It is not the echo of our vote that is just reaching 
us from China ”—it is intelligence of the consequences 
of the policy adopted by the British authoritics in 
China. Are the judges of future arrangements with 
China to be those who have involved us in difficulties? 
When large votes of supply are demanded, it is but 
reasonable to ask the Government what objects they 
have in view. 

I must say, I think the noble lord did not very fairly re- 
present the state of affairs when he said the question 
that might arise upon the vote of Tuesday night would 
be whether the present Ministry should remain in office 
and appeal to the country, or whether a Ministry should 
be formed out of the combination of different parties who 
44 the motion of the honourable member for the 

est Riding. 1 think it is very possible that persons 
who read the papers upon China might, without any 
sort of concert or combination, have come to the 
same conclusion at which the House arrived the 
other night. (Loud cheers.) I do not believe that that 
concert or combination existed. (Renewed cheering.) 
There is, as every one knows, a great party sitting on 
the ove side of the House. Ido not know that 
they have a combination with any other party: and I 
suppose they would be the persons to whom Her Ma- 
jesty, if she were obliged to have recourse to other ad- 
visere, would confide the formation of a Ministry. I 
can only say, that any charge of combination which 
seem to be made, and which, no doubt, will be got up 
at the elections—any charges of a factious and unscru- 
pulous union of parties in order to obtain a certain ob- 
ject—are entirely false and calumnious. (Loud cheers 
from the Opposition.) There is no one in a condition 


to prove such charges, or to bring the least evidence in 


their support. Certainly, the different parties in the 
House—a great number of the party opposite, and a con- 
siderable number of honourable gentlemen on this side— 
concurred in the resolution of the honourable member for 
the West Riding, but I believe they concurred in it 


_ honestly and upon its merits. 
The vote of Tuesday would form an honourable 


precedent in history— 
As the existence of this Parliament is not to be pro- 


tracted, I must say I think it will always be remem- 


bered to its honour that, when it was called upon by the 
Government to engage in a contest with one of the 
greatest Powers of Europe, it never hesitated to grant 
any supplies that were demanded, to adopt any addresses 
that were pro , or to vote = number of men that 
(Hear.) It will be remembered that 
this Parliament never exhibited the least unwillingness 
or backwardness to contend with that great Power, but 
that when it appeared to the House of Commons that we 
had engaged in hostilities with a weak, an unwarlike, 
and an almost defenceless Power, then, interposing an 
interruption to the proceedings of the executive Govern- 
ment which had not been interposed before, they, not 
less in the cause of humanity than with a view to sup- 
ort the honour of the country, censured the course that 
had been taken. I think that vote was honourable in 
itself, and I believe it will be an honourable precedent 
in the future history of this country. (Cheers.) 


Mr. Ronknuck again insisted that he had formed no

Speaking for myself—and in doing so I speak also the 
opinions of a great many gentlemen on this side of the

It would have been otherwise if the noble lord had 
continued to be what he was in times past, when he de- 
clared himself the supporter of Liberal institutions and 
Liberal opinions.

Where 
he went we would not follow, because it was to dis- 
grace, and it was because we anticipated disgrace and 
dishonour to England that we voted against him. (Loud 
cheers.) 

Mr. M'Grecor repeated the question, was Sir John 
Bowring the man whom the Ministry still delighted 
to honour? 

Mr. Grabsroxz made a long speech, the purport 
of which was that Government should declare its 
policy, aud that the House should net abdicate its 
vital an! essential functions on the question of taxa- 
tion and expenditure. It is the duty of the House in 
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voting supplies—before, and not after hostilities—to 
be judges of the purposes for which those supplies 
are to be given. We give one or two extracts from 
his address: 

The right honourable gentleman the Secretary for the 
Home Department says he does not understand the 
resolution of the honourable member for the West 
Riding. I know nothing about the resolution of the 
honourable member for the West Riding. I know a 
resolution which was once the resolution of the honour- 
able member for the West Riding, but which has now 
become the solemn judgment of the House of Commons. 
(Cheers.) 

When the Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment accuses my honourable friend near me of being 
wrong in the inference he drew that we were making 
war in order to secure an entrance for Sir J. Bowring 
into Canton, I want to know, if we are not making war 
for that object, what is the object for which we are 
making it? (Cheers.) It has no reference to the 
affair of the Arrow, for that is settled. You cannot 
escape the effect of the passage in which Consul Parkes 
has made that final announcement to the Chinese. 
Therefore, we can be at war only to find an entrance 
for Sir J. Bowring into Canton. (Hear, hear.) I have 
said there were two different sets of opinions developed 
in the debate with regard to the policy and objects of 
the war. We are now told the House of Commons is to 
be dissolved. Iam not in the least degree dissatisfied 
with that announcement, as it will remain on record that 
the reason why the House of Commons is dissolved is 
because it has struck a deadly blow at a great iniquity. 
(Great cheering.) 

Who is authorised to tax the people of England for 
carrying on the war? (Hear, hear.) Is it the noble 
viscount? (Cheers.) I entreat this House not to be 
beguiled for one moment into forgetfulness of its first 
and most essential function. fom) It is our right, 
and our right alone, to vote supplies out of which 
are to be means of carrying on hostilities in 
China. ( hear.) But, now that these hostilities 
have been condemned as to their principles and object, 
the members of the Gowgrnment come down to this House 
with that condemnation before them, speak of it asa 
resolution of the honourable member for West Riding 
and distinctly intimate to us that the war is to be carri

The House must therefore ex- 
pect our policy to remain the same : it is to maintain the 
rights and to defend the lives and properties of British 
subjects, to rr our relations with China, and, in 
the selection of those means, and the arrangement of 
those — to perform the duty that they owe to the 
country. (Cheers.) 

In the House of Lords, Earl Granvitte stated 
briefly the course the Government intended to pursue. 
Earl Grey pointed out with great emphasis, that we 
are engaged in a war branded by the House of Com- 
mous as unjust, and urged that Sir John Bowring, 
who had entered on that unjust war, ought to be 
forthwith superseded by a person of high character 
and sound discretion; and he announced, that unless 
satisfaction were given on this point, he should move 
an address praying Her Majesty to recall that indi- 
vidual. He wished to know whether the policy would 
be persevered in, and whether Sir John Bowring 
would be recalled?

A short time before this outbreak occurred, we, in 
conjunction with France, and we trusted in conjunction 
with the United States, by negotiations with the Court of 
Pekin, hoped to improve our commercial relations with 
China. Every one knows that if a great commercial inter- 
course between the nations of Europe and China is ever ob- 
tained it will bea great advantage to the cause of civilisa- 
tion, as well as a great benefit to the productive industry 
of the nations concerned. That, undoubtedly, is a very 
grave matter. The difficulty is greatly increased by the 
unfortunate events that have occurred; and, without 
stating to the House anything that will prejudice matters 
still under consideration, I am bound to say that it will 
necessarily be the subject of serious deliberation who the 
person shall be to whom shall be committed so grave 
and important a charge. It must strike every one, that 
a person who shall start from these shores on such a 
mission should be imbued with the feelings of the Govern- 


ment on this subject, and that, being the recipient of 
their verbal instructions, he would be likely to carry 


speech, he repeated his former condemnation of the 
budget, although in more temperate tones. He con- 
tended that it imposed new duties on tea and sugar, 
and departed from the principles of the free-trade 

olicy; and that, on the eve of a dissolution, the 

ouse was asked to adopt a course agreeable to the 
enfranchised, but adding to the burdens of the poorer 
people.

The CHANCELLOR of the Excnequer replied to 
this by a vindication of his own proposals.

5d. is a 
reduction. But Mr. Gladstone says it is an increase: 
“he contends that a reduction which is a less reduc- 
tion than a ter reduction is not a reduction.” 
The Government had asked for nothing not absolutely 
necessary for the requirements of the public service. 
In the course ‘of his speech, Sir George Lewis re- 
peated his former statement of the amount of taxes 
remitted. 

In order to prevent all misunderstanding, I will again 
read what the remissions, according to rates calculated 
for the whole year, will be for the ensuing year, as com- 

with the amount at which these imposts stood 
uring the period of the highest war taxation, two years 
There will be a reduction of 2,000,000/. on malt, 
9,125,000/. on the income-tax at the war scale, 600,000/ 
on tea, 135,000“. on coffee, and 342,000/. on sugar, 
making altogether upwards of 12,200,000/. It is quite 
true, as my right honourable friend reminded the House, 
that the whole of that reduction will not accrue within 
the financial year, inasmuch as it is well known that 
taxes are not always paid at the time they become due; 
but that is the only way in which you can estimate re- 
missions of taxation. I reiterate, then, quite delibe- 
rately, the statement which I made on a ormer night, 
that taking the taxation of the present year as compared 
with the highest taxation during the war, there will be 
a relief to the country of more than twelve millions 
sterling. 

During the somewhat desultory conversation that 
ensued, Lord Joux RusszLL repeated his approval of 
the budget as u fair and honest statement of the require- 
ments of the year and of the manner in which it is 
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proposed to meet them. The question is not whether 
there is reduction or augmentation in the duties on 
tea and sugar, but whether those duties are a fair pro- 
portion in the balance of direct and indirect taxation. 
With regard to the tea-duty, he had proposed that it 
should be Is. 4d.; but under the circumstances he 
should not oppose the resolution before the committee. 
Mr. Gnxdsox assented to this course. Mr. HonsraLL, 
thinking Lord John Russell right in principle, said 
he did not know how to vote, now that Lord John 
had abandoned his resolution. Mr. Morrat strongly 
objected to fixing the duty for only one year, as it 
introduces uncertainty into trade. Mr. MIA Gm- 
SON stood by the compact of 1853, and was for 
showing no compassion to a Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer; nothing is ever got by such displays of com- 
passion. Mr. Disraevi insisted that the proposed 
duties were new taxes, and that the budget was “a 
reactionary policy.” 

After more debate on these points, the House di- 
vided on the question that 18. 3d., as proposed by 
Mr. Gladstone, should be substituted for 18. 5d., us 
proposed by Sir George Lewis. For the amendment, 
125; against it, 187; Government majority, 62. 
The resolution proposed by Sir George was then put 
and carried. 

Mr. GLapstTone said he would not divide the 
House on the sogar-duties; and his amendments were 
negatived without a division. The resolutions of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer were then agreed to, 
They reduce the duties on candy, brown or white re 
fined sugar, from 1. to 18s, 4d.; on white clayed from 
178. 6d. to 168.; on yellow muscovado from 138. to 
to 13s. 10d.; on brown mucovado from 138. 9d. to 
12s. 8d.; molasses from 5s. 4d. to 5s. 

The House having resumed, a little later in the 
evening the Income-tax Bill was brought in and read 
a first time, on the motion of Sir George Lewis. 

THE OF1UM TRADE. 

In the House of Lords, on Monday, the Earl of 
SHAFTESBDRY, in moving a question to be referred to 
the consideration of the judges, as to whether the 
revenue at present derived Ly the East India Com- 
pany from the opium trade with China was in legal 
accordance with an act passed in the 3rd and 4th 
years of the reign of his late Majesty William IV., 
said his first object was to ascertain whether or 
not the trade was one recognised by our laws, and 
then to proceed, with the assistance of their 
lordships, to devise some means for its total 
abolition. He believed it was illegal, not only as 
inconsistent with the spirit of our laws, but in direct 
contravention to many of them. If the judges de- 
clared the trade illegal, then it was for the Govern- 
ment to put an end to it at once and for ever. If, on 
the contrary, they declared it legal he would start 
from a new point and appeal to the moral feelings of 
the people of this country to put an end toa traffic 
which had nothing to support it either in a commer- 
cial or a financial point of view. Ile th n proceeded 
to recapitulate the provisions of the various acts which 
had been passed from time to time regulating the 
Indian trade, but none of which, be contended, recog- 
nised the trade in opium, though, as their lordshi 
were aware, some of the latter entirely prohibited the 
East India Company from engaging in commercial 
transactions of any kind whatever. 

The Lorp CHANCELLOR submitted that Lord 
Shaftesbury’s question was one which from its pecu- 
liar nature could not fairly be referred to the con- 
sideration of the judges, who would in that case be 
called upon to try the whole Government of India 
unheard, and, if the trade was thought to be illegal, 
to condemn them and leave them open at a day’s 
notice to the penalties of indictments for having sys- 
tematically violated the laws of the realm. It was 
impossible to ask the Government to take such a 
course, and that, too, upon entirely ex parte state- 
ments. The question as to the legality of the trade, 
however, might be submitted privately for the opinion 
of the law officers of the Crown. 

The Earl of Suarressury was willing to withdraw 
his motion, on the understanding that his question us 
to the legality of the traffic was so submitted to the 
judges. 

Karl Grey believed no legal enactment would 
check the abuse of opium, as when once it went into 
the market it was impossible afterwards to regulate 
the proportions in which it should be used by private 
individuals. He had hoped that this motion would 
have included a question as to whether the Govern- 
ment had ever directly or indirectly connived at the 
practice of smuggling opium into China, for that was 
the main point at issue. He then reviewed at len 
the present state of our relations with China, condemu- 
ing in the strongest terms the conduct of the English 
Government, and referring to the objects with which it 
was intended to send out an envoy to Canton. 

The Earl of ALBEMARLE said that legally in China 
the trade in opium was prohibited, but practically it 
was free. Toa certain extent the Chinese were dram- 
drinkers, tae” whenever they could get opium they 
preferred it. But if they had not the latter they 
would resort to the former, and there could be no 
doubt but that opium eating was a much milder form 
of vice than dram-drinking, and he believed that when 
not carried to excess it was less deleterious in ita effects 
upon the human frame. 

Earl Guax vx denied most distinctly that there 
was any ground for supposing that the ee of 
opium into China was encouraged or connived at by 
the colonial authorities, It was the intention of the 
Government to dispatch an envoy to Canton in order 
to place our relations with the Chinese empire on a 
satisfactory basis, having, at the same time, due re- 
gard to the real interests of this kingdom. 

The Lonb CuANCELLOR, in reply to Lord Ellen- 
borough, explained that the noble earl’s question would 


be submitted, though not by # vote of their Lordships’ 
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House, to the opinion of the judges and law officers of 
the Crown. 


This reply led to a brief conversation as to whether 
their Lordships’ House would be in any way committed 
or bound by the legal opinions, in which the Earl of 
— and the Duke of Argyll took part. It was 
terminated by Earl Granville, who explained that the 
motion was withdrawn on the understanding that the 
uestion should be submitted to the opinion of Her 
ajesty’s law officers. Their Lordships, however, 

were not bound by that decision, whatever it might be. 

The motion was then withdrawn, and their Lord- 
ships adjourned. 

RETIREMENT OF THE SPEAKER. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, before the 
orders of the day were read, the Speaker said, after 
the statement made by Lord Palmerston on Thursday, 
announcing an approaching dissolution of Parliament, 
he felt that it would be inconsistent with the respect 
due from him to the House if he did not announce his 
intention to retire from Parliament, and if he did not 
offer to the House his sincere and grateful acknow- 
led ts for the uniform confidence and support 
he had received not only from all parties, but from 
every individual member of the House.

OUR FOREIGN POLICY. 
The second reading of the Income-tax Bill having

Mr, Disraeti adverted to the latest intelligence 
from China, which proved that this country was 
already committed to a serious war with the Celestial 
Empire. In view of that eventuality, he would not 
oppose any measure dy which the executive sought to 
obtain the necessary supplies. With reference to the 
dispute with Persia, he observed that reasonable terms 
had been offered at Constantinople, which had been 
rejected; this rejection could not have cost the 
country less than 500,000/; and he wanted to know, 
if half a dozen of these difficulties occurred every 
year, costing upon an average 500,000/ each, how, 
under this turbulent and aggressive system of di- 
plomucv, the Income-tax even of 7d. could be taken 
off? He did not feel justified in opposing the bill, 
or any measure calculated to increase our resources, 
but he advised a more conciliatory foreign policy. 

After a somewhat discursive debate, in which Mr.

Lord PaLMerston vindicated the foreign policy of

After some remarks upon the inexpe- 
diency of ucing papers while negotiations were 
going on, Lord John suggested what he considered 
should be the principles by which our negotiations 
with China ought to be regulated. 


There was a total end of the independence of this 
House—(cheers)—an entire end of our right of judg- 
ment, if it were to be said that any measures, even in- 
volving hostilities, involving the lives of many thou- 
sands of persons, having been approved by Her Majesty’s 
Government, this House was ever precluded from giving 
an adverse opinion upon them. (Renewed cheers.) 
have no wish to discuss the merits of this question now, 
but I think the House was fully justified in the course 
it — I certainly understood throughout the late 
debate that the despatch of the 10th 2 declaring 
that the proceedings of Sir J. Bowring and our other 
authorities at Hong Kong and Canton were entirel 
approved contained the final decision of Her Majesty’s 

vernment. When pressed the other day with respect 

to his intentions, my noble friend at the head of the 
Government stated that the intention of the Government 
was to send out a n, not, indeed, to supersede the 
authority of Sir J. — but certainly to have supe- 
rior and, in fact, the chief authority at Canten, and to 
be intrusted with certain powers for entering into nego- 
tiations. Sir, I deem that a declaration of the utmost 
importance. (Hear, hear.) I understood my noble 
friend to state that this person, being, of course, a man of 
rank, character, and consideration, would have first to 
determine what orders should be given for the protection 
of the lives and property of British subjects. Any Go- 
vernment that — the confidence of Her Majesty 
would, no doubt, give such directions. The next purpose 
was to obtain the fulfilment of rights w we 
have 114 ir On that point I have only to 
repeat what I said in the former debate—that if it is the 
opinion of Her Majesty’s Government that it is neces- 
sary to our relations with China that stipulations to 
which the Emperor gave his assent should be fulfilled 
they have a fair right to pursue that object. But they 
ought to do so in usual diplomatic manner by com- 
munication—not with the Commissioner of Canton, but 
with the Supreme Government at Pekin. (Hear, hear.) 
There is, however, a matter that should not be omitted. 
Treaties, like Property, have their duties as well 
as their rights. If we insist that stipulations likely 
to be advantageous to us shall be executed, we ought at 
the same time to be ready to concede that the stipula- 
tions favourable to China and conformable with her policy 
shall be executed with reciprocal fidelity. (Hear, hear.) 
Then there is the question of the improvement of our 
commercial relations with China by negotiation. My 
noble friend laid great stress upon that, and I was glad 
to hear it. That this should be done in concert with the 
Government of the Emperor of the French and with the 
Government of the United States would be so much the 
more advantageous. (Hear, hear.) I have another word 
to offer to the commit If Sir J. Bowring’s despatch 
of Jan. 3 had received from Her Majesty’s Government 
a full and fair consideration, and if their answer in- 
stead of saying that everything which had been done was 
approved, had been thi —'No doubt you have acted 
with the intention to defend the interests of Great Bri- 
tain; but the matter is of so grave a nature that we 
desire you to suspend all further operations, and a person 
of eminence and character will be sent out immediately 
with a view to negotiation’’—if that had been done, 
and a despatch to that effect had been written with the 
usual ability of the Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, and had been laid upon the table at the commence- 
ment of the session, I believe there would not have been 
much difference of opinion in this House. (Cheers.) 


Lord John then proceeded to discuss the question 
as to the maritime rights of neutrals in time of war, 
and the proposition of the United States to exempt 
the ships and goods of private merchants and of bel- 
ligerents from capture. If we were to agree to this 
proposition, he said, our being a great naval Power 
would be of no advantage to us; we should be exposed 


more frequently to war, and in war we should be 
almost helpless at sea. 

After a few words from Mr. Drummonp, Mr. J. 
Paiciimmorg, and Sir C. Napizr, 

Mr. Cospen said he totally differed from Lord J. 
Russell upon the subject of the United States’ pro- 
position, and that at the proper moment he would 
offer arguments which, he thought, might change Lord 
John’s opinion.

who would not come to a hasty conclusion upon the 
subject. 

After some words from Lord H. Vans, the bill was 
read a second time. 

THE NAVY ESTIMATES. 

The House having resolved itself into a Committee 
of Supply on the Navy Estimates, 

Sir C. Woop said, as he proposed to take votes on 
account, he did not think it necessary to go at length 
into the different items; he gave, therefore, only one 
explanation, of the reasons why he had been unable 
to make a reduction of the number of men to the 
extent he had expected. He should move a vote for 
the number of men (38,700 seamen and 15,000 
marines) for four months only, and the money votes 
he should ask wee one-third of the estimates, 
amounting in the aggregate to 2,700,000/. 

The several votes were agreed to, after discussion. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The following Government bills have been with- 
drawn since Thursday: Reformatory Schools Bill, 
Transportation und Penal Servitude Bill, Norfolk

On Friday, Mr. Vernon Smitn said that the 
papers would be withheld until the treaty had been 
ratified. (“Oh!”") There was no intention on the 
part of Her Majesty’s Government to lay them on the 
table at present, and, indeed, their production at pre- 
sent could not be of much service, as a dissolution of 
Parliament impended. 

Sir Firzroyr KIL, stating his opinion that the 
Hong Kong ordinance was illegal, asked whether Go- 
vernment intend to repeal it? Lord PaLmMersron said 
that there is no intention on thé part of the Govern- 
ment to deal with the ordinance in any way. 

Mr. EvsLrx, complaining of the stripping and dis- 
mantling of the Resolute, and remarking that the re- 
stored ship should have been kept a least a year in the 
state in which she was presented by the United States, 
asked what is to be done with her? Sir Cantus 
Woop said, what had been done was intended to con- 
duce to the preservation of the ship: in stripping and 
dismantling her, the sole object of the Government 
had been to do what they decmed calculated to pre- 
serve as long as possible this most gratifying memento 
of the friendship and good-will of our Transatlantic 
kinsmen. 

On Monday, Mr. A. PRTLLIATr asked whether, in 
the event of peace with Persia, any representations 
would be made to the Persian Government by the 
English Government in favour of the Nestorian 
Christians, who since the withdrawment of the British 
Legation had suffered severe persecution, bad had 
fifty schools suppressed, the teaching of the English 
language prohibited, and people ordered, on pain of 
imprisonment or the bastinado, not to enter their own 
churches? Mr. V. Smuiru replied that no informa- 
tion as to those persecutions had been received at 
the Foreign-office. Instructions had, however, been 
sent to Mr, Murray, desiring him to use his best 
endeavours to ameliorate the condition of these 
Nestorian Christians; and as soon as the treaty with 
Persia had been ratified additional instructions would 
be sent out to him. 

The Attrorney-Generac said it was his desire to 
have introduced a bill with respect to breaches of 
trust, of which there had lately been so many examples 
by directors of companies. In the present state of 
affairs it would be idle to proceed with it, but that and 
another measure relating to joint-stock companies 
would be amongst the earliest which he should intro- 
duce, if he had the honour of a seat in the next Par- 
liament. 

Sir De L. Evans asked if it was the intention of 
Government to introduce a bill to amend the Burial 
Acts. Mr. Massey said that his attention had been 
directed to the subject, and should he, in the next 
Parliament, hold the office which he now held, he 
should submit a bill on the subject, but he could not 
state what its provisions would be. 

The following bills received the royal assent on 
Monday : Royal Marine Forces Bill ; Chief Constables

YESTERDAY’S PARLIAMENT. 

The sitting of the House of Lords yesterday 
was principally occupied in a discussion upon stand- 
ing orders relative to the arrangements which should 
be adopted in taking divisions in their lordships’ 
house. 

The Peers adjourned at half-past six until to- 
morrow. — 


In the House of Commons, Lord Patmersrox 
moved a vote of thanks to the Speaker for the 
ability, impartiality, and urbanity he had displayed 
during his long presidency over the debates of that 
house. The noble lord dwelt upon the onerous 
nature of the duties which the Speaker was required 
to fulfil, and bore testimony to the firmness and in- 
tegrity with which Mr. Shaw Lefevre had fulfilled 
them during a period of eighteen years. Mr. DisnaxtI, 
speaking on behalf of the Opposition members, ex- 
pressed their full concurrence in the sentiment of ap- 
proval and regret, and seconded the motion just pro- 
posed. Lord Joux RusskLL. also paid a tribute of 
admiration to the Speaker. The motion was carried 
by acclamation, as was also a supplemental resolution, 
proposed by the Prime Minister, for an address to the 
Crown, praying that a special mark of Royal favour 
should be conferred upon Mr. Lefevre, in pursuance of 
precedents set on other similar occasions. 


Mr. T. Doxcoun called attention to certain 
grievances, which had been made the subject of peti- 
tions to the House, complained of by the non- commis- 
sioned officers and drivers of the Land Transport 
corps. 

The House having gone into committee on the In- 
come-tax Bill, Sir F. KEIL. on the first clause, 
moyed as an amendment that he tariff of the impost 
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should be fixed at 5d. instead of 7d. in the pound, in 
accordance with the settlement of 1853. This 
amendment was seconded by Mr. W. Wurms. 
The CHancettor of the Excuequer conten ed 
that the occurrence of the war had both legally and 
morally cancelled all previous arrangements. The 
motion was negatived without a division. Mr. W. WII 
Hans moved as another amendment, that incomes 
between 1002 and 150d per annum should be exempted 
from the tax. Negatived by a majority of 58 to 46, 
The bill then went through committee. 

The report from the Committee of Supply having 
been brought up, Mr. GLapstone moved a resolution, 
setting forth the necessity of further limiting the 
public expenditure. Analysing the financial arrange- 
ments already made by the Government, he observed 
that the balance between income and outlay even for 
the current year was very inadequately adjusted, with- 
out taking into account the probable costs incurred 
on account of the warin Persia and the transactions 
in China. This state of affairs he considered highly 
dangerous both for the present and the future, and 
after remarking upon the general tendency manifested 
by every government, and by the house itself, to aug- 
ment the national expenditure, exhorted hon. members, 
before they separated, to enjoin ter economy on 
the executive in a manner which would compel the 
administration to revise and retrench their estimates. 
Mr. Gladstone concluded by stating that he left his 
resolution in the hands of the House, without intend- 
ing to challenge a division, or to interrupt the business 
of granting supply votes on account of the current

The Cuancecvor of the Excuzguer admitted that 
the subject demanded the most serious consideration. 
With regard to the present estimates, he remarked 
that the vote of money on account in no way com- 
mitted. the future Parliament to accept the amounts 
proposed by Government, nor, on the other, would 
any resolution now adopted impose any pledge of 
economy or retrenchment upon the succeeding Legis- 
lature. As an abstract proposition, he fully concurred 
in the principle set forth in the resolution just pro- 
posed. The resolution was negatived by consent, and 
the report of the supply votes was agreed to. 

Several continuance bills having been advanced a 
stage, and other routine business done, the House ad- 
journed at a quarter past eleven. 


THE GENERAL ELECTION. 


City or Lonpon.— Yesterday there was a meeting 
of the London Liberal Registration Association at 
the London Tavern; Mr. S. Gregson in the chair. A 
resolution was carried. That it is the opinion of this 
association that the City of London should be repre- 
sented on the present occasion by members connected 
with the commerce of the City of London.” The 
names of Baron Rothschild, Mr. R. W. Crawford, Sir 
James Duke, and Mr. Raikes Currie were successively 
proposed as candidates for the coming election. Some 
objection was made to Sir J. Duke, who had declined 
to support Mr. Dodson for East Sussex, on account of 
his pro-Maynooth views, but it was not pressed. Mr. 
Currie desired forty-eight hours to consider the invi- 
tation. Mr. Alderman Salomons moved, and Mr. 
Reed seconded, *‘ That this meeting regrets the ter- 
mination of the connexion which has so long subsisted 
between Lord John Russell and the constituency of 
London; but the motion was eventually withdrawn. 
The meeting adjourned for a week. Mr. Masterman 
has formally retired. 

Finspury.—A numerous meeting of the friends of 
Mr. Duncombe was held at the Belvidere, last night. 
The resolution that he should again be supported, led 
to a strong demonstration on the of a minority 
against Mr. Dancombe’s vote on the China question, 
and especially against his subsequent speech. There 
was, however, a difference of opinion 8 the ob- 
jectors as to the course to be pursued. Mr. Elt felt so 
strongly the impropriety of the support given to Lord 
Palmerston, that he could not vote even for so old a 
friend. Mr. Mabbs was equally decided, thinking that 
the election was to take place on the China question. Mr. 
Outram was at present doubtful. Mr. M' Donnell, Dr. 
Epps, and Mr. March, were willing to continue their sup- 
port to Mr. Duncombe on the strength of past ser- 
vices, and for the sake of the Radical principles which 
he held, and would still advocate. Mr. Carvell 
Williams could renew his support to Mr. Duncombe 
only on the distinct understanding that they were 
going to raise the old Radical cries, and that there 
would be no attempt to make political capital out of 
the Finsbury election fora sham Liberal like Lord 
Palmerston. Ultimately the resolution in Mr. Dun-. 
combe’s favour was carried with but a few dissentients 
Mr. Challis's indecision has occasioned difficulty in 
filling up the second seat, but Mr. Serjeant Parry is 
likely to be the other member. He is thoroughly 
Radical, and anti-State Church and anti-Palmerstonian. 

HuppersFistp.—Lord Goderich’e vote against 
Ministers on the China question has given dis- 
satisfaction to some of his constituents, and the friends 
of his former opponent, Mr. Starkey, are again en- 
deavouring to make political capital out of it, and 
may possibly again put the borough to a contest. 

DevVorport.—Sir Erskine Perry, the liberal M.P. 
for this borough, addressed a crowded meeting of his 
constituents at the Mechanics’ Institute on Monday 
night, and made a very successful deience of his vote 
in favour of Mr. Cobden’s motion, Mr. Little, solicitor, 
2 at great length against Sir Erskine, and moved 

following resolution: That the vote given by Sir 
E. Perry on the China question is not in accordance 


with the opinions and feelings of the Liberal electors 
of thie borough, who have every confidence in the 
ability and integrity of Lord Palmerston and his 
government.”

Mr. Anrnun Heirs Aub THE Represewration 
or Cann University.—Mr. Arthur Helps has 
addressed a letter to the Master of Sidney, in which

With regard to the subject at t at issue, I am 
obliged to admit that, if 1 had been in Parliament, I 
must, however reluctantly, have voted against the Go- 
vernment upon the China question.

I Shall not reject any feasible opportunity 
of obtaining a seat in Parliament, for in so doing I may 
strengthen, though by one vote a and by the labour 
of one additional mind, that small party which finds 
most — 1 for its energies in matters connected 
with social legislation. 


Oxrorp Cirr.—At a meeting of the friends of Mr. 
Cardwell, held yesterday, letters from the right hon. 
gentleman, in vindication of his conduct, were read, 
and received with great satisfaction. The meeting 
carried resolutions requesting him to issue his ad- 
dress forthwith, and inviting him to meet his con- 
stituents at the Town-hall, to-morrow (Thursday), 
to explain more fully the part he has taken in the 
affairs of the country. 

PortsmMouTH.—Colonel Sir Frederick Smith, R. E., 
promises to stand on the “ Liberal Conservative” inte- 
rest, if requested. A requisition to him to do 80 is 
being got . Sir F. Baring. the colleague of Lord 
Monck in representation of the borough, has ad- 
dressed to his principal supporters a lengthened ad- 
dress, in reference to his vote on the recent division, 
in which he says:— 


I voted with Mr. Cobden ‘‘ that the papers laid on the 
table failed to establish satisfactory grounus for the vio- 
lent measures resorted to at Canton in the late case of 
the Arrow.” I read the papers with the desire of coming 
to a just decision, and gave my vote as I should have 
given my verdict if ona jury. . . I will resume very 
shortly the opinion to which I came, after a careful and 
earnest consideration of the papers: that by law the 
Arrow was not a British vessel and not entitled to fi 
the English flag; that there was no proof of premedi- 
tated insult on the partof the Chinese authorities ; that 
there was no proof in the papers of any series of insults 
offered by the Chinese Government. I had no choice left, 
and deliberately, and as if I had been in a jury-box, I 

ve my vote that the papers laid upon the table 
failed to establish satisfactory grounds for the violent 
measures resorted to at Canton on the late affair of the 
Arrow. I shall be told that, however true these words 
may be, still the motion was practically a censure upon 
the Government, and it was my duty to vote against it. 
I have been a party man all my life, and am not willing 
to underrate party considerations. But there must be 
some limit to these p feelings. I cannot rate war 
and all its horrors as a light matter. For the shedding 
of the blood, even of our enemies, I believe we are re- 
sponsible to a higher tribunal; we have no right to go 
to war without a justifiable cause, and I do not reckon 
as a justifiable cause the desire to keep my friends in 
office. I am told that the honour of England requires 
that their agents should be supported. Is thisa rule imall 
cases? Is a resident abroad to commence a war? and 
has the Queen, the Government, Parliament, the nation, no 
power to disapprove of his conduct? But as tothe honour 
of the country, I will put you one question. On the 11th 
October, 1856 Sir John Bowring writes to Mr. Parkes— 
„It appears on examination that the Arrow had no 
right to hoist the British flag; the licence to do so ex- 
pired on the 27th September, from which period she had 
not been entitled to protection.“ On the 14th November 
‘he same Sir John Bowring declares solemnly to Com- 
missioner Yeh—‘‘ Whatever representations have been 
made to your excellency, there is no doubt that the 
lorcha Arrow lawfully bore the British flag under a re- 
gister granted by me. What do you this? Is it 
necessary for the honour of England that entire appre- 
bation should be given tosuch conduct? Is this man to re- 
present the Queen of England, and are we to go to war and 
shed blood at his bidding? I am told again that the Govern- 
ment had no choice when the operations had 5 ag 
am asked whether I am —— to recall Sir Jo w- 
ring, to withdraw the ships, and leave the lives M the 
English at Canton in danger. I am not aware that any 
— proposal was made, certainly not in the resolution, 
which leaves, and wisely, I think, to the executive a 
free action according to circumstances.

Flour, however, met a dull inquiry. 
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PoLiTicaL events sometimes march forward with 
wondrous celerity. The announcement that 
Parliament is to be dissolved will be news as 
novel to the great majority of our readers as that 
the Russian war is terminated, though a week 
since it was nothing more than a contingency. 
Lord Palmerston has, however, determined to 
exercise the undoubted privilege of the Govern- 
ment of the day by X to the country 
against the adverse on of the House of 
Commons. It is expected that the business of the 
House will be concluded by the 25th inst. ; so that 
little more, therefore, than a fortnight’s interval 
remains ere the Parliament of 1852 will havo 
ceased to exist—a fortnight of precious time to 
the friends of civil and religious freedom, each 
— I. which is of more political value than an 
inary month. 

From end to end the country is busy with pre- 
paration for the approaching contest, the House 
of Lords being almost silent spectators—the Com- 
mons turned into a hustings platform for the 
delivery of election addresses. The Peers have 
been discussing the opium traffic in China at the 
instigation of Lord Shaftesbury, who has per- 
suaded Government to obtain the opinion 
of the law officers of the Crown as to its 
legality. But who cares about this ques- 
tion, important though it be, at the pre- 
sent juncture? In the Commons the Income-tax 
Bill passes the second reading without opposi- 
tion, but advantage is taken of the opportunity to 
renew the Chinese discussion and canvass the 

neral foreign policy of the Government. 
The House has virtually taken leave of ab- 
sence; so that last night Sir Fitzroy Kelly's 
motion to substitute an income-tax of five- 
pence instead of sevenpence in the pound was 
not carried to a division, and Mr. Williams’ 
amendment for exemptingincomes under 150. a- 
year, received just seven votes in a House of 
sixty members. In like manner Mr. Gladstone's 
amendment, “ That in order to secure the country 
that relief from taxation which it justly expects, 
it is n to revise and further reduce the 
expenditure of the State, was negatived without 
a division—the Chancellor of the Exchequer, with 
an eye to the elections, expressing his entire con- 
currence in its principle, and holding out a vague 
promise that he would endeavour to give it effect. 

Out of doors, judging from the columns of the 
Times and its disgraceful appeals to popular pre- 
judice and passion, there is a remarkable enthu 
siasm in favour of Lord Palmerston’s Administra- 
tion. Every effort is made to make the appeal to 
constituencies turn upon this one question, and 
all the current election intelligence is steeped in 
one uniform colouring. But there are many signs 
that this attempt to give factitious importance to 
the Premier's claims upon public support will not 
succeed. Every day furnishes fresh evidence 
that the voice of the Stock Exchange, of 
the China merchants of Liverpool, and their 
influential organs of the press, is not the 
voice of the people of England. Immediately 
after the division on Mr. Cobden's motion, 
Lord Palmerston’s name was in the mouth 
of everyone, and it seemed that the idol of 
the hour was to c everything before him 
in the approachng election. But now that the 
momentary excitement has subsided, and 
the much-abused protestors against the “ t 
iniquity” in China have obtained a hear- 
ing, there is a perceptible change in the current 
of feeling. It is beginning to be understood that 
the division of last week had nothing to do with 
the maintenance of British authority in China, but 
that the vote against Ministers was the expression 
of disapprobation at duplicity, incapacity, and in- 
humanity on the part of our officials at Canton, 
which Lord Palmerston need not have sanctioned. 
As Lord John Russell said on Monday, if Govern- 


doubt you have acted with the intention to de- 
fend the interests of Great Britain; but the mat- 
ter is of so grave a nature that we desire you to 
suspend all further operations, and a person of 
eminence and character will be sent out immedi- 
ately with a view to negotiation,’ there would 
have been scarcely any difference of opinion in 
the House. What, then, becomes of all the 
stupid and dishonest charges against the majority 
who passed the vote of censure, of factiously com- 
bining, and betraying the interests of British 
merchants? Is not Sir John Bowring already 
virtually superseded, in spite of the defences set 
up in his favour by Lord Palmerston ? 

The superficial nature of the Palmerston furor 
practically is visible in the events of the hour. We 

t that the Stock Exchange and Commercial 

A have exhibited great unanimity and 
enthusiasm in his favour, but bodies whose mer- 
cantile interests are directly involved have not 
hitherto been held to be safe exponents of the 
rinciples of justice and humanity. The 
Lenten Common Council have voted an 
address of approbation of the Chinese po- 
licy of Her Majesty's Ministers. But the sig- 
nificance of this vote is materially diminished by 
the fact that only 52 out of 234 members of the 
Corporation took part in the division, and that not 
more than one sixth of the City Parliament could 
be found to express their confidence in Lord 
Palmerston. Is this a specimen of the enthusiasm 
in his favour of which the Times daily boasts ? 
Again, the Bourse somewhat officiously invites 
his lordship to stand for the City of London, but 
at the meeting of the Liberal Registration yester- 
day the name of the great champion of “ the 
commercial interests of the country, and the 
cause of truth and justice,” was not even 
mentioned! We believe that the delusion of the 
moment is passing away. To use the ener- 
getic and timely language of Mr. Gilpin, at 
the Guildhall meeting, a vote of confidence 
in Lord Palmerston means only a half-and-half 
support of the Jewish question, that we shall not 
have vote by ballot, that there shall be no aboli- 
tion of Church-rates, and a vote in favour of State 
education. 
Judging from present appearance, the changes 
in the representation of the country are likely to 
be considerable. Lord John Russell quietly re- 
tires from the city of London to the pocket 
borough of Tavistock, and his disappearance from 
the list of candidates for the commercial metro- 
polis of the world scarcely excites notice! We 
trust his lordship will lay the lesson to heart. 
Mr. Cobden carries out his long-expressed inten- 
tion of taking leave of the West Riding. Though 
neither of these acts were the result of the late 
debate, they are eagerly seized upon as signs of 
Lord Palmerston's popularity by his partizan 
organs! Amongst the metropolitan members 
whose seats are threatened in consequence of 
their vote last week, are Mr. Pellatt and 
Mr. Williams. The indefatigable industry and 
efforts of the former in the way of prac- 
tical legislation have been of great value in 
the House, while the latter 8 fills the 
lace occupied by Joseph Hume. e have no 
ear that these well-tried Reformers will be sacri- 
ficed to a momentary and thoughtless clamour. 
Two new candidates of Radical opinions, both on 
ecclesiastical and political questions, present 
strong claims on the support of the metropolitan 
constituencies they respectively seek to represent. 
We refer to Serjeant Parry, who seeks to replace 
Alderman Challis for Fiusbury, and Mr. Ayrton, 
who ought to displace the cipher that now sits for 
the Tower Hamlets. 
Did space permit we might advert to the satis- 
factory and conclusive vindication of their recent 
votes made by Sir Francis Baring, Sir J. Paxton, 
Sir Erskine Perry, and Mr. Lindsay, which will 
not be without influence in correcting the delu- 
sions of the moment. Not the least valuable aid 
in this direction is the letter of Mr. Helps to the 
Master of Sydney College, Cambridge, who, with 
all his desire to support the British name 
and authority, states that had he been in Parlia- 
ment he could not have done otherwise than vote 
for Mr. Cobden's motion. Amongst the forth- 
coming candidates with favourable prospects will 
be observed with pleasure the names of General 
Thompson, Mr. Conyngham, Mr. Titus Salt, and 
Mr. Carbutt—gentlemen whose talents, experience, 
and principles will give strength to the movement 
party in the House . 
Most of the Voluntary members, who have already 
made their influence beneficiallyfelt in St. Stephen's, 
are likely to be re-elected. We hope not only that 
their numbers may be considerably augmented, 
but that pressure may be brought to bear upon 
candidates of less decided views. Elsewhere we 
udlish a table of the votes, on eight different

of all the members of England and Wales who 
are open to favourable influences. At a time when

NOTES FROM THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


A wienty change has passed over the House 
since the decisive vote on the hostilities in China. 
Lord Palmerston announced on Thursday evening 
his intention to appeal from that decision to the 
country. We have, therefore, notice to quit— 
peremptory and brief. It is felt that, henceforth, 
until the elections, the service of members of Par. 
liament cannot be other than assisting in routine, 
aud that they can be of more use (to themselves 
as well as to the country) amongst their con- 
stituents than in the Hous. Al roportion 
of them, consequently, have flitted. Even those 
who remain take every opportunity of addressing 
themselves to the feelings and prejudices of their 
constituencies rather than to the questions which 
may chance to be before the House. There is still 
much excitement—but it is not of an 

character. It shows itself in spots, not over the 
whole surface—and it belongs much more to the 
lobby than to the chamber of legislation itself. 
How do you stand? What do your people say? 
Are you to be opposed?” &c., &e., are now the 
circulating inquiries which supersede all others. 
Under these circumstances, and in this disor- 
ganised state of parliamentary proceedings, it 
will be inexpedient, because superfluous, to de- 
scribe what is going forward with the minuteness 
which we have given to these “ Notes” of late. 
Within ten days, we shall probably be in the heat 
of a General Election—and it would be folly to 
suppose that thé last nec work of the Par- 
liament about to expire, could attract, even if it 
deserved, the attention of our readers. 

Suffice it, then, to record the acceptance by the 
House of the Ministerial Budget—the fixing of 
the tea duties at ls. 5d. per pound—the rapid 
passage of the Navy Estimates through com- 
mittee—not, indeed, absolutely and for the year, 
but provisionally, and for a part of the year— 
each vote being taken “on account,” at about 
one-third reduction from the original sum set 
down in the estimates—and the propulsion of 
several unopposed or continuance bills through 
their successive stages.

PRISON FARMS AND PRISON WORK- 
SHOPS. 

Tux palace prison at Reading is regarded by the 
authorities as a model county gaol; and there is 
a general approximation, throughout the prisons 
of the kingdom, to its costliness, indolence, and 
“ fiddle-faddie.” The scale and style of erection 
usually adopted, involves a primary cost of about 
2001. per cell, or upwards of 10/. a year for the 
prisoner's lodging. e dietary in present use, 
with the cost of officials, deducting the trifling 
proceeds from the labour permitted for relaxation, 
or the equally unproductive labour enjoined b 
sentence, adds to this an expense of 25/. to 30/. 

rannum. In opposition to which, we have the 
act that in Massachusetts, and other states of the 
American Union, the prisons are more than self- 
supporting; that in France and Germany, they 
are more or less so; arid that, according to Mr. 
Pearson's plan, farm prisons might be provided, 
at a less expense than the modern cellular gaol, 
and the prisoners be fed and clothed entirely from 
the work of their own hands. 

The facts and figures sustaining this proposal 
may be thus briefly summed up. A thousand 
acres of land, at the market * of 401. per 
acre, might be purchased ; a wall, high and thick 
as that around Mill-bank Penitentiary, could be 
made to enclose this land at little more than the 
same cost per acre; and a thousand sleeping 
apartments, too strong to be broken through, with 
rooms for the governor and his officials,at another 
40“. for each prisoner. The total of these three 
items — 120,000/.—would be considerably less 
than the average cost of the prison accommoda- 
tion now in use. But the 49,000/. for land is a 
superfluous item. In every county, perhaps, and 
certainly in several parts of the country, the Crown 
is in possession of land which does not now yield a 
shilling an acre, but which is excellently adapted 
to the sort of husbandry it is proposed to employ. 
So far we have the evidence of architects and 
contractors, taken before the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee which Mr. Pearson with difficulty ob-

have the evidence of practical agriculturists, in 
addition to the example of America. The ground 
being properly laid out in wheat, oats, grass, and 
garden crops, there certainly appears no reason 
to doubt that the labour of one thousand men, 
or even two-thirds of that number, deducting for 
women, old men, and prisoners otherwise em- 
ployed, would suffice to feed the entire community, 
without a shilling’s worth of im commo- 
dities. It must be remembered that we are not 
presuming on a diet of tea or cocoa — but 
one of meal, bread, milk, and vegetables. 
So little doubt is there, in minds well qualified to 
judge, of sone husbandry producing these results, 
that one of the witnesses declared his willingness 
to contract for the labour of five hundred prisoners 
at tenpence per day ; and after two years, to pa 
in addition 1.500. for the rent of the laud an 
the manure of the establishment. 


There are many advantages in this scheme 
which would not ogee y to the best organised 
artisan prison. The self-supporting farm-labour 
of convicts does not interfere with the market 
into which the honest labourer has to carry his 
industry, or its products; which is more than 
can be said for even the rudest form of con- 
riet artisanship—such as the manufacture 
of matting or of ropes. Agriculture is the 
occupation to which by far the largest pro- 
portion of prisoners have been accustomed, 
and to which they must return,—the occupation 
in which they can be most easily instructed, and 
for which they can most surely find employment 
in the event of their emigration. It admits of 
easy observation and comparison; and thus 
affords the best test of behaviour, and the best 
index to individual reformation. It is compatible 
with the maintenance of prison discipline ; as the 
gaoler can more easily prevent conversation or 
revolt among men at work on different plots of 
ground, than among men at work in the same 
room. The objection that is usually the first to 
be raised, when the scheme is suggested—namely, 
that the prisoners would too easily escape—dis- 
appears on examination. Any prison governor 
will tell you that his secure custody consists, not 
in the bolted doors and — windows of 
the internal cells, but in the substance and 
height of the walls that enclose the whole. The 
feats of prison breakers are usually practised 
in towns where adjoining buildings, or a surviv- 
ing tree, affords the means of t from the 
altitude which it would be destruction to leap. 
At any rate, the scheme presents so many ap- 
parént advantages—so fairly promises to relieve 
us from the burden of thirty thousand prisoners, 
at some 40“. per head, as well as from the plague 
of rogues liberated with no better certificate than 
a chaplain's attestation of penitence—that those 
who refuse it experiment are bound to show 
strong reasons. 


Sir George Grey has withdrawn the Transporta- 
tion Bill—prior, we hope, to withdrawing himself 
from an office with whose gravest duties he either 
trifles or bungles. But what is the country to do 
with its thieves and forgers, poachers and petty- 
larceners, while Lord Palmerston is canvassing 
the constituencies for a vote of confidence? 
There is a good deal, we suspect, that the country 
can do for itself, in the matter of prison discipline. 
The gentlemen who levy and lay out the county 
rates can certainly introduce a better m into 
those of — not absolutely under Govern- 
ment control. may, for instance,. —if we 
mistake not,— er the times for religious and 
general instruction to the evening; and thus 
add some three hours to the working day of those 
prisoners who really have any work. This fellow 
can't earn his bread,” said a gaol governor to us 
lately,—‘ can't if he would; the parson and the 
schoolmaster take up too much of his time; 
which, of course, he likes.” Instead of locking 
up prisoners, at dark, to spend twelve hours in 
their sleeping cells, why not keep them to stone- 
breaking, or some other useful labour, for 
the twelve hours that make the free labourer's 
day? And why not, in all cases,—as well as in 
that of the senseless crank, which does nothing 
but count its own revolutions, — make the 

risoner's food dependent on his work; even if it 
a n to affix some little luxury, or the 
shortening of the prison term, to its meritorious 
performance? The treadwheel,—barbarous type 
of an improved prison discipline !—might 
made a little less like the stone of Sisyphus.

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A report of the board of trade presented to 
Parliament shows that the total number of wrecks and 
collisions daring the last year, on or near the coast of 
the United Kingdom, was 1,153.

They represent the Liberal party that 
achieved the victories whose fruits the Liberal Pre- 
mier has too largely shared. They embody the 
glorious traditions of Catholic Emancipation, Parlia- 
liamentary Reform, and Corn-law repeal. They are 
equally skilful in administration and in debate. They 
possess, in an unsurpassed degree, the attention of 
the House—and, two of them at least, the affection of 
the country.

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LORD PALMERSTON AND HIS ADMIRERS. 
On Friday, Mr. Richard Thornton, on behalf of the 
subscribers of Lloyd’s, presented a requisition to Lord 
Palmerston, signed by 375 members of the associa- 
tion, requesting him to become a candidate for the 
City of London. A similar petition was at the same 
time handed in by Mr. Wilkinson, M.P., from mem- 
bers of the Stock Exchange. Lord Palmerston, it is 
understood, declined the honour. On the same day a 
similar address of approval was presented from Liver- 
dy a deputation, consisting of Messrs. Alexander 
eigh, Thomas Baines, and Alfred Higgins, which 
was signed by upwards of 1,100 bankers, merchants, 
si powers, and brokers of that port, 14 their 
warm approbation of the conduct of his lordship's 
government on the Chinese question. His lordshtp 
expressed himself much pleased with this mark of 
confidence. Addresses of a similar nature have been 
adopted by the Conservatives of Bristol and the Libe- 
rals of Bath and Belfast. 

At a crowded meeting of the Commercial Associa- 
tion of Manchester, held on Friday, several speeches 
were delivered, all strongly in favour of the Govern- 
ment; and a resolution was adopted to the effect that

FRANCE. 

The French papers in general speak in favour of 
Lord Palmerston. It is said that tbe French Ambas- 
sador in London has informed his Government that 
Lord Palmerston is sure of the general election turn- 
ing in his favour. The Paris correspondent of the Times 
lets out the ugly fact that the Austrian Ambassador 
in that city is alarmed at the Premier's defeat. 

The Conference on the affairs of Neufchatel is sit- 
ting.

THE WAR WITH CHINA. 


Sir John Bowring, according to recent advices from 
— ben has certainly had his food poisoned, but 


may be considered out of danger. Great apprehen- 
sions prevail for the safety of Europeans this 
subtle method of retaliating on. 


The French Government is said to have received 
intelligence from China, which states that the Governor 
of Lin-tinm had seized the central opium depdt, on 
December 5, the property belonging to Englishmen 
and the East India Company. 

The Moniteur publishes despatches from Hong 
Kong to the 14th of January. They feared an insur- 
rection at Hong Kong itself. Sir J. Bowring had 
made arrangements with Admiral Guérin, the French 
naval commander, and they took sufficient precautions 
to enable them to put down, in case of need, any such 
movement. 

The Moniteur de la Flotie, of Sunday, has the 
following: We have referred to some odious orders 
sent by the Court of Pekin to the mandarins govern- 
ing the maritime provinces of the Celestial Empire. 
At many places, and especially Shanghai, these ordcrs 
have not been carried into effect; but at a great num- 
ber of others they have unfortunately found but 
too much concurrence in the bad passions of the people.

The 
ead of the police having induced one of them to open 
his shop, the Chinese attacked the house in a body, and 
in the struggle which ensued some of the police were 
seriously wounded. The energy displayed on this occa- 
sion by the Governor finally restored order in the town. 


We extract from a letter dated Canton, Jan. 15, 
in the Moniteur de la Flotte, the tenor of the in- 
stractions alleged to have been given by the Chinese 
Government at Pekin to the governors of the five 
ports :— 

1. Until further — FS the inhabitants of the 
Celestial Empire are prohibited from trading with the 
subjects of Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain. 

2. The opium markets, which have been open for the 
trade of the two nations, are provisionally closed. 
(These markets were subjected to some very severe 
regulations, and only a very limited quantity of opium 
could be legally sold in them.) 

8. Around the five ports which are open to Europeans 
a cordon of troops is placed, for the purpose of prevent- 
ing strangers from penetrating into the interior of 
the empire. The canals and roads are closed against 
their which will be confiscated in case of a con- 
travention of this d cree.

The Times of Saturday thus describes the course 
which Government intend to take with regard to 
Chinese affairs :— 

The Government is not disposed to delay for a moment 
active measures for the settlement of the Chinese disputes. 
The Opposition will be gratified to a certain extent, inas- 
much as a Plenipotentiary will shortly proceed to China, 
with full powers to conclude a peace. is person, who- 
ever he may be, will not indeed supersede Sir John 
Bowring, or in any way dispense with the assist- 
ance of the men who are at present conducting the 
affairs of the country in the Eastern Seas. He will, 
however, have the advantage of knowing the 
wishes of the Cabinet from the mouths of the Ministers 
themselves, and he will be acquainted with what has 
been said and done at home, while Sir J. Bowring, Sir 
M. Seymour, and Mr. Parkes will be able to supply him 
with 2 knowledge. A military com- 
mander, with 5,000 men, will also at once be despatched 
to the scene of the disturbance. Of course, if the 
area of hostilities widen, this force will be increased. 
The Plenipotentiary will, we believe, seck to establish 

direct communication not with Yeh, but with the Em- 
peror. 

Orders were received at Plymouth on Thursday to

A letter from St. Petersburg says: “Count de 
Morny is now engaged with Prince Gortschakoff in 
remodelling a treaty of commerce, and he will not 
return to France until that has been completed. The 
Count continues to be treated by the Emperor Alex- 
ander with particular attention.” 

A letter from Berlin says that it has been de- 
finitely arranged that Prince Frederick William shall 
go to London in May to be formally betrothed to the 
Princess Royal of England. The marriage of the 
youthful couple remains fixed for the 21st November, 


the anniversary of the birth of the Princess, when she 
will have completed her 17th year. 

Telegraphic advices from Athens announce the 
complete evacuation of Greece by the English and 
French troops. 

Mr. Peabody, the London banker, has given the 
city of Baltimore 300,000 dollars for the establish- 
ment of an institution which is to include a free 
library, a musical academy, and a picture gallery. 
The gift is hereafter to be increased to 500,000 dollars 
(upwards of 100,000/.). 

The French Legislature has passed the bill 
granting to Marshal Pelissier a hereditary pension of 
100,000 francs.

Court, Personal, and Official News. 


Lord Palmerston arrived at Windsor Castle on 
Wednesday, on business relative to the proposed dis- 
solution, and returned to London on the following 
morning. The Court leaves Windsor to-day for Back- 
ingham Palace, where it will remain until after Her 
Majesty's accouchement. The health of the Duchess 
of Kent is said to be very feeble. 

Viscountess Palmerston was “at home” on Sa- 
turday evening to a brilliant assemblage of rank and 
fashion. The Duke of Cambridge and Prince Edward 
of Saxe-Weimar also honoured the noble viscountess 
by their attendance. 


Sir J. F. Crampton, K.C.B., late Envoy Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 
States of America, has been appointed Her Majesty's 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
the King of Hanover. 

George W. Harris, Ee, late  stipendiary 
megistrate of Granada, has been chosen secretary of 
the Reform Club. The candidates were 126 in 
number. 

Amongst the passengers who left Southampton on 
Friday, for Hong Kong, in the India and China mail 
steamer Indus, were Mr. J. C. Bowring and Miss 
Bowring, a son and daughter of Sir John Bowring. 
The Indus took out about one hundred passengers in 
the whole. There was put on board of her, also, the 
largest Hong Kong mail ever known. 

Lord Fitzwilliam has been offered, and has ac- 
cepted, the Lord Lieutenancy of the West Riding of 
Yorkshire and the City of York, in the place of the 
late Earl of Harewood. 

A correspondence between Lord Panmure and Sir 
John M*‘Neill has been published. Lord Panmure, 
on the 20th February, informed Sir Jobn M'Neill and 
Colonel Tulloch that Her Majesty’s Government had 
resolved to mark their sense of the services rendered 
by the Crimean Commissioners, by a reward to each 
of 1,000l. dir John M'Neiil, in reply, observes:— 

If I rightly understand the statement of the grounds 
on which the grant is tendered to me, it means that 
the sum of 1,000“. is intended to be considered not 
merely as a recognition by Her Majesty's Government 
of the manner in which the duty was performed, but 
likewise as the pecuniary equivalent of the results of 
the inquiry—that is, the money value of the advantages 
which the country has derived from those results. This 
estimate alone is sufficient to lead me, without further 
consideration, at once to decline a proposal which, as 
explained by your lordship, appears to me to involve the 
admission that the results of my labours have been so 
insignificant as to be almost without appreciable value 
to the public. Your lordship is well aware that I have 
never sought to obtain for myself any reward or re- 
muneration. Her Majesty's Government have, till now, 


apparently considered my services in the commission as 
| gratuitous, and I am quite ready, as I have always been, 


so to consider them. 

The Right Honourable Shaw Lefevre will 
retire from the speakership of the House of Commons 
with the present Parliament. The Times thus sums 
up his excellences: “ He is the very ideal of the 
Roman gentleman which Cicero loved to dwell upon, 
and which passed to its last essence in his writings.

At the Wakefield Sessions, on Wednesday,

A meeting of influential gentlemen was held in 
Liverpool on Tuesday, to adopt measures for co- 
operating with the London Society for the Suppression 
ot Opium Smuggling in China. Mr. C. Bird, one of 
the secretaries to the London Society, attended and 
made a statement, illustrative of the demoralising 
effect of opium smuggling upon both Chinese and 
British, after which a committee was appointed to take 
further proceedings on the termination of the present 
parliamentary crisis. . 

At a meeting of the depositors of the Royal British 
Bank, held at the Freemasons’ Tavern on Wednesday, 
a resolution was passed in favour of accepting the pro- 
posed composition of 6s. 6d. in the pound from the 
shareholders; an adverse amendment having been 
supported by only thirteen votes in a crowdéd as- 
sembly. The meeting then pledged itself to support 
an application for an act of Parliament to carry out 
the compromise, and a petition to both Houses of Par- 
liament was adopted. 

On Friday one William Webb was brought before 
Mr. Long, the Marylebone magistrate, accused of 
— to murder Mr. Buckler, assistant to a linen- 
draper. It appears that Sandford, a porter on the 
North London Railway, heard cries of “ murder” as a 
train was approaching the Hampstead-road station. 
He ran up and found Buckler with a knife in one hand 
and holding down Webb with the other. Buckler 
was suffering from a wound in the neck, Webb said 
that the gentleman had tried to stab him, but that he 
had taken away the knife and stabbed the gentleman. 
Buckler said this was false. He was taken care of, 
and Webb war arrested. Buckler is in danger from 
the effects of several wounds. Webb is remanded. 

The inquest on the body of one of the men 
killed by the terrible explosion in the Lundhill Colliery, 
is not yet concluded. Warhurst, a fireman, gave 
evidence, showing that the rules for the government 
of the mine were not strictly adhered to: “ brattices” 
were not erected so frequently as they ought to have 
been—the men did not like them, as the current created 
“wasted” their candles, and they used to swear 
they would leave the mine if the brattices were 
put up. Warhurst did not carry out the rule about 
brattices because he had never seen any occasion 
for it.” Some of the air-courses were not so large 
as required by the rules. There was no Davy lamp 
in use at the time of the explosion. Water continues 
to be poured into the pit, and it is ex that more 
than a week will yet elapse before it will have risen 
to the height necessary to extinguish the fire. It will 
require several weeks to get the water out again, so 
that a month or six weeks will probably elapse before 
any of the bodies can be recovered, and no hope is 
entertained than any of the bodies will be recovered 
in such a state as to be capable of identification. 
The number of men in the pit has now been ascer- 
tained to be 189. The temperature of the mine is 
still forty degrees above the natural heat. 


Law and Assize. 

Tun Ciry Forcreries.—The for Saward and 
Anderson were tried at the Central Criminal Court 
on Thursday, and found guilty. Sir Fredrick Thesiger 
was the leading counsel for the rosecution. Saward, 
having no counsel, begged the Chief Baron Pollock to 
grant him one ; but the Chief Baron said that was not 
in his power, Saward repeatedly stated that he could 
prove his innocence if a counsel were allowed him.

Tue Law or Lipet ror Newsprarers,—The 
case of Davison v. Duncan, which has attracted much 
public attention, came on at the Durham Assizes on 
Friday. The plaintiff in the action was Joseph Davi- 
sn, a solicitor in the city of Durham; the defendants, 
William Duncan and John Taylor Duncan, proprietors 
and publishers of the Durham County Advertiser, The 
action was brought to recover damages—lIaid at 1,000/, 
—for a libel, alleged to be contained int a report of a 
meeting of the Hartlepool Commissioners, published 
in the defendants’ newspaper. The defendants pleaded, 
first, not guilty; secondly, that the facts were 
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true; and thirdly, that the statement complained 
of was a just and true report of what had taken place, 
and that they published it without malace. 
Evidence having been gone through, the learned 
judge (Justice mpton), sammed up, stating his 
opinion that the expressions made use of at the meet- 
ing clearly contained libellous matter. Reporters and 
newspaper proprietors were private individuals per- 
forming very useful and important functions, but if 
they circulated slanders, they must be held responsi- 
ble, as other private individuals were. The jury re- 
tired for a short time, and at two o'clock returned 
with a verdict for the plantiff—one farthing damages. 

Tue Tipperary Banx.—Imrortant Deciston.— 
The Lord Chancellor of Ireland pronounced judgment 
in Dublin on Friday. He recapitulated the facts 
relied upon for Mr. Ginger. He said the question 
was whether Ginger had not been defrauded. It ap- 
peared to be a clear case of fraud on the part of John 
and James Sadleir, and here Ginger could not be held 
a contributory. Order of Rolls affirmed with costs. 
The above decision rules the cases of all English 
shareholders. 

MorpER or A GaMEKEEPER.—At the Carlisle 
Assizes, William Graham, a young labourer, was tried 
for the murder of Thomas Simpson, a gamekeeper. 
Graham admitted that be killed Simpson, but under 
peculiar circumstances. They metin a wood; Graham 
ran away; but on Simpson firing at him, he turned 
round, and in a hand to hand fight Simpson’s head 
was smashed by Graham. The question was, did 
Simpson fire unlawfully at Graham as he fled? Mr. 
Baron Martin inclined to believe Graham’s story; the 
jury believed it, and returned a verdict of “ Man- 
slaughter.” Sentence, transportation for life. 

Arrxurr TO Murper.—At the Winchester assizes, 
two convicts have been found guilty of an attempt to 
murder warders at the Portsea Prison. Sentence of 
death has been “ recorded“ against them. One of the 
convicts gloried in his act, and threatened to repeut 
it, if possible. Discontent was felt in the court that 
this man, at least, was not left for execution. 


Literature. 


Religion in America ; or, an Account of the Origin. 
Relation to the State, and Present Condition of 
the Evangelical Churches in the United States; 
with Notices of the Unevangelical Denomina- 
tions. By Ropert Band. New York: Harper 
and Brothers. London: Sampson Low, Son, 
and Co. 1856. 


Tuis bulky octavo of 700 closely printed pages is 
a remarkable production. So large and so 
valuable a mass of information, substantiated by 
reliable evidence, on subjects of deepest im- 
portance, has, we believe, never before been sub- 
mitted to the public. To the statesman, to the 
minister of religion, and to all interested in the 
comparative results of the voluntary and compul- 
sory systems of supporting religion, this book 
will furnish endless materials for essay or for | 
speech in its numerous illustrations of the power | 
of Christian willinghood. 

The appearance of this volume, a republication | 
of an earlier edition, is at the present moment quite | 
opportune, and will supply most valuable facts, | 
supported by a formidable array of bristling sta 
tistics, confirmatory of the principles so long ex- 
pounded in the columns of the Nonconformist. 

The style of the book is very dry, and likely 
to repel many readers. Few —— can read on, 
page after page, such passionless writing as Mr. 
Baird's book presents — facts, figures, details, 
denominations being ticketed and labelled with 
as much inspiration as a catalogue, or as if the 
writer had sat in the shadow of an iceberg during 
the whole period of its composition. But, apart 
from style, the book is a greatly valuable addition 
to our Nonconformist literature, and having care- 
fully read it through, we believe we shall be doing 
some service to Voluntaryism by placing in our 
columns some of the results of this labour. As 
an ample report of the working of the “ free 
system of supporting religion, contaiming mate- 
rials for endless disquisition on this increasingly 
absorbing topic, this book is invaluable. 

In the year 1835, the author proceeded by request 
to Europe for the purpose of prosecuting “ certain 
religious and philanthropic objects; for twenty 
successive years he travelled in every country” 
of Europe, and in 1842 “acceding to the earnest 
request of highly valued friends in Germany, 
Sweden, France, and Switzerland,” he wrote the 
first edition of this work, on the “ Origin, History, 
Economy, Action, and Influence of Religion in 
the United States.” This work was introduced and 
recominended to the public by Drs. Welsh, 
Cunningham, and Buchanan; was trauslated into 
several continental languages, and largely read 
both here and in America. 

But revision becoming necessary, the work has 
been re-written and brought down to 1855, at the 
close of which period the author says (preface P. vii.), 
that it “will be found within the last twelve years 
the number of churches, ministers, and communt- 
cum ts in every branch of the great Evangelical branch 
of Christians amongst us has greatly increased.’ 
This is the general deliverance, and from this 
Starting point Mr. Baird proceeds to unfold and 


— 


America is now an “ Anglo-Saxon country ;"—we 
speak of course of the Northern continent;—the 
aboriginal races are fast fading away before the 

ale-face; several tribes which figure in the 

istory of the first settlement of the country by 
Europeans are extinct, and several more are 
nearly so” (p. 29); so that, difficult as it is to speak 
with precision of the population of tribes amongst 
whom a census would be impossible, “ the entire 
number of Indians within the present limits of the 
United States, is estimated by the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs at 400,674, of whom 123.000 are 
west of the Rocky Mountains!” What are the 
precise causes of this exterminating desolation, 
seen also in Polynesia and Australia, we have as 
yet failed to ascertain. But chiefly thus America 
has become, as we have said, “an Anglo-Saxon 
country.” For them alone it seems suitable: 
its products, which are those of the temperate 
zones and some that are inter- tropical; its bound- 
less forests and prairies ; its inexhaustible mines 
of coal, iron, gold, and other minerals; combine, 
with a climate that is everywhere salubrious, to 
fit it for the abode of many millions of the human 
race ; and for such a-use it was, as it were, kept 
for long ages in reserve, till the arrival of that 
period, when, in the wonderful plans of the 
Almighty, it was to be brought into requisition” 
(p. 37); in other words, until Jonathan, the son of 
John, appeared. 

The Anglo-Saxon population of the United 
States is now (p. 81) about “27,000,000,” who 
cover an area of “ 2,963,663 square miles: and 
of this population “the West, which seventy or 
eighty years ago was a boundless forest, contains 
about 13,000,000" (p. 48). With regard to the 
slave states, Anglo-Saxon as they also now are in 
language and customs, it must be borne in mind 
by those who wish thoroughly to comprehend the 
apparent antagonism of North and South, united 
externally in one republic, and by recognition of 
the same laws, that “if not purely Norman in 
blood, the southern colony was entirely Norman 
in — whereas the northern was Anglo-Saxon 
in character, and in the institutions which it took 
to the New World. Both loved freedom and free 
institutions, but they differed as to the extent to 
which the people should enjoy them. The one 
had sprung from the ranks of those in England 
who pleaded for the prerogatives of the Crown 
and the privileges of the nobility ; the other from 
the great party that was contending for popular 
rights. The one originated with the friends of the 
Churches left by Queen Elizabeth; the others 
with those who desired to see it purified from 
what they deemed the corruptions of antiquity, 


prove his position by an array of details through 
which we shall follow his judicious guidance. 


and shorn of the exorbitant pretensions of its 
hierarchy. The one, — of a company of 
gentlemen, attended by a few mechanics or la- 
bourers, contemplated an extensive traffic with 


the natives; the other, composed, with few excep. | 


tions, of substantial farmers of moderate means, 
and industrious artisans, contemplated the culti- 
vation of the ground, and the establishment of a 
state of society in which they might serve God 
according to his Word. ‘The one had no popular 
government for some years after its foundation ; 
the other was self-organised and self-governed 
before it disembarked upon the shores that were 
to be the scene of its ſuture ey. Finally, 
the religion of the one, though doubtless sincere, 
and, so far as it went, beneficial in its influence, 
was a religion that clung to forms, and to an im- 
posing ritual ; the religion of the other was at the 
farthest possible remove from the Church of Rome, 
both in form and spirit, and professed to be 
guided by the Scriptures alone” (p. 64). 


It is in such a country, with a population 
covering so many square miles, that we invite our 
readers to study “the American plan of sup- 
porting religion, which is (p. 77), “ by relying on 
the efforts of the people, rather than upon the 
help of the Government.” It has been often said 
thoughtlessly and ignorantly, that no true analogy 
can lie between England and the United States; 
that America was a new country; that no old 
and venerated institutions had to be destroyed, 
no national prejudices to be uprooted, and no 
popular conventionalisms to be scattered to the 
winds; that America began as she intended to 
goon; and that Voluntaryism in England and 
in the United States must be looked at from 
very opposite historical stand-points. All this is 
fudge. Except in point of time, the whole state- 
ment is a delusion, and as history proves that 
established religions do not, like port wine, im. 
prove with age, our appeal to America is more 
than justified, it is buttressed enormously, by the 
fact that, both during the colonial and the national 
eras, it had its national establishment, and tried 
to overtake its increasing populations and their 
growing ignorance solely by means of State aid, 
and failing to do so—utterly, hopelessly, and con- 
fessedly fuiling—it was not until December 6, 
1776, that all formal acts relating to the union of 
Church and State were dissolved” (p. 225). To 


this must be added the remarkable fact that the 


general Government did not, and indeed could 
not, dissolve this union; one of the articles in 


the original Constitution of Congress was, that 
“ Congress shall make no laws cting an es- 
tablishment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof” (p. 212). Iudividual States, 
one by one, achieved this result; and so tardy 
was the entire process of dissolution, that it “ was 
not until 1833 that the last tie that bound the 
Church to the State was severed.” 


For, as our author well observes, Englishmen 
have yet to learn the difficulties through which 
Voluntaryism in America struggled to its present 
proud achievements. It is a fact in the history 
of America that the Puritans of the North and 
the laxer men of the South both “looked to the 
civil Government for the support of the Christian 
ministry and worship,” and that when the aban- 
donment of this system was agitated, “ good and 
great men made no secret of their fears that the 
cause of religion would thus be ruined; that the 
Churches would be forsaken by the people, whose 
unaided efforts would prove unequal to the ex- 
pense of maintaining them, and that they could 
never be induced to attempt it” (p. 78) 


In illustration of this position, four chapters 
(Book i. c. 14—18) are given in which the ob- 
stacles to the Voluntury system are arranged 
under four leading divisions, viz., the “ erroneous 
opinions on the subject of religious economy 
which the colonists brought with them; the 
newness of the country and thinness of the popu- 
lation ;” the “slavery question; and “the vast 


emigration from other countries.” With the three 


last difficulties we on this side of the Atlantic are 
pretty well uainted through the making of 
ray Pe —— the first · named obstacle, and 

10 chiefest, offers many suggestive thoughts. 
Banished or flying Puritans, voluntary or in- 
voluntary exiles on the ground of conscience and 
truth, men who counted not their lives dear to 
them rather than “ conform,” who were hunted 
and harried to prison, across the seas, or to the 
scaffold on this sole ground, land some of them 
on a distant and then unknown shore, seeking 
freedom to worship God.” Yes, but for them- 
selves only and for none others, and so Quakers 
and Roman Catholics were not allowed to live in 
the country, aud witches were burned plentifully 
at the stake by the pious Puritans. 

Thus, in Virginia, death was the penalty of 
blasphemy, unlawful oaths were punished. by 
the boring of the tongue with a bodukin, 
speaking disrespectfully of the ministers of the 
Gospel by being whipped three times, omitting to 
attend Divine service “ twice every week day,” for 
the “ first offence whipping,” for the second the 
“galleys for six months,” &., K., which laws, 
however, were so stringent that (p. 181) they 
‘seem never to have been enforced.’ 

In this question of Church and State in Ame- 
rica tobacco plays an important part. Every one 


knows how intense is our approbation of the 
anti-tobacco movement; but everybody does not 
know that the old Puritans, ungodly men, were 
almost to a man enormous smokers. ‘The settlers 
in ole Virginny loved their pipe, and they knew 
their ministers to be but men; and in making the 
original law for the support of the clergy it was 
ordained that they should receive from their 
parishioners fifteen hundred pounds of tobacco,* 
and sixteen barrels of corn cach as their yearly 
salary” (p. 123); he who absented himself from 
church once forfeited “ one pound of tobacco; and 
he who absented himself a monii fifty pounds of 
tobacco: and so things went on among the 
Cavaliers of the South and the Roundheads of 
New England until “the people learned b 

degrees to trust in themselves, or rather in God, 
and began to look to their own exertions rather 
than to a tobacco-tax for the support of their 
churches and pastors” (p. 242). 

Chapter 19 of Book 2 contains a summing up 
of the results of the union of Church and State 
good and evil respectively, in New England: and 
chapter 20 is devoted to the same inquiry in the 
Southern States: these chapters contain the gist 
of this volume, and deserve the most attentive 
perusal. We can only attempt the briefest sum- 
mary of our author's conclusions. The advantages 
to the New England States of the State Church 
action were, securing a ministry to the colonial 
settlements as fast as they were formed ; confining 
all political trust and power to members of 
Churches, () by this means preventing men of 
troublesome character settling amongst them ;
